FROM THE PRES 


Once again, the contest season is upon us. All of 
us cannot operate all the contests, so your Club is 
emphasizing only two this Fall and one next Spring. The 
first is the NCCC sponsored California QSO Party the weekend 
of October 5 and 6. There is a special award for the NCCC 
member working the most NCCC members during this contest. 
you wish to be considered for this award, include a list of 
Club members worked when sending your log to K6X0O. 


The second Fall contest is the "Daddy" of all 
contests, the CQWW. Again, to stimulate a little enthusiasm, 
we have the half million point award, to be presented to all 
Members contributing at least 500k points to the NCCC 
cumulative score. Thus far, we are unchallenged, unless 
there is a sleeper out there, so we should really strive to 
do better than in 1983. This is how it works: some old 
members will do nothing, some new members want to do it all, 


etc. Therefore, 10 expeditions times 5 million points equals 


50 megapoints plus 100 members contributing 500k each equals 


50 megapoints for a grand total of 100 megapoints . . . OOPS, 
only 8 expeditions . . . so, 500k times 120 members equals 60 


meg plus the 40 meg from expeditions equals a grand total of 
100 meg points. Now, if we had 12 expeditions and 140 
members times 500k points, that would be a new CQWW record. 
Hmmmmm . . . 
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We are privileged to have among our Club members 
many experienced, champion contesters. During September and 
October these fellow Club members will be sharing with the 
rest of us many of the mechanics of doing well in a radio 
contest. The first activity will be at N6BT's on September 
22. This session is designed for newcomers and will cover 
station layout and some operating techniques. The following 
evening, September 23, at our membership meeting in Hayward, 
it is both a privilege and pleasure to announce that our 
feature speaker will be Jim Treybig, W6JKV. Jim is a nccc 
member, founder and president of Tandem Computers and an 
experienced DXpeditioner, having travelled with radio to 18 
countries, including TI9, KP5, and CEO. Jim's slide show 
should be great and just the thing to get a couple more 
expeditions going. Following Jim will be the presentation of 
the new dupe sheets and some discussion about how to use them 
to maximize your score. 


Elsewhere in this issue is a list of expeditions 
Planned for CQWW. If you need a station to operate, 
operators for a station, or any other help, the Wednesday 8 
p.m. local time NCCC net is now operational again and will be 
every Wednesday from now on. If you can't get on the net, 
call any BOD member and we will channel your needs and wants.

Only those who order will 
eat, and of course, liquid refreshments will be on sale.

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OBITUARY 


HENSLEY JOHN MOREHEN, WA6DJI 


Hensley John Morehen, WA6DJI, passed away Sunday 
morning, June 30, 1985, at his home QTH in San Francisco. He 
was 64 years old, having been born in San Francisco on 
March 18, 1921. Approximately six months ago, after not 
feeling up to par, his illness was diagnosed as Mesothelioma, 
a type of cancer he had developed over the years due to 
working with asbestos in his occupational environment. 


Ever since he was a youngster around the age of 
twelve he was interested in radio. Bill Anderson and Bob 
Knight were his mentors and helped him build his first radio 
receiver. Sometimes in the evenings Bob and Hensley would 
pass Uncle Vern's (W6ERS) house and look up at his ZEPP 
antenna. Years later he and Uncle Vern would build W6ERS's 
60-foot tower piece by piece. 


He enlisted in the Navy in World War II in January 
1942, and attended numerous Radio Communications training 
centers throughout the United States. He was eventually 
stationed aboard the USS BIVIN, and his tour of duty was in 
the South Pacific. He often spoke highly of the island of 
Moorea in Tahiti. By the end of the War he had risen to the 
rank of Chief Petty Officer and then transferred to the 
active Naval Reserve and returned to civilian life. At the 
start of the Korean War in 1950 he was recalled to active 
duty. He was stationed in Guam and while there got his 
amateur operator's license and became active on cw from 
KG6FAE. 


Hensley received his call, WA6DJI, on November 28, 
1958, and promptly went on the air on cw. In 1958 he became 
a member of the San Francisco Radio Club, and in December of 
1965 he joined the Northern California DX Club. He was an 
active cw DXer on 20 meters (worked 278 countries) using only 
300 watts and a 3 element 20-meter Monoband antenna. Once in 
a while you could hear him on 75 meter phone. During the 
past 16 years Hensley and Bip (W6BIP) worked together as a 
team in many cw and phone contests. He joined the Northern 
California Contest Club in 1974. 


Since his retirement in 1981 he entered the NCDXC's 
annual CW Marathon contest which runs each year from June lst 
to September lst, and recently was the proud winner of the 
1984 CW NCDXC MARATHON plaque. 


He was also the SFRC representative to the CCRC 
(Central California Radio Council) and a member of the Sons 
in Retirement in San Francisco. 


He was the Construction Superintendent of the 
building and remodeling of many big beautiful homes in the 
Presidio Terrace section of San Francisco and also many 
commercial and bank buildings in the Bay Area but was 
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especially proud to have been in charge of remodeling the 
Crowley Maritime Corporate Headquarters at 101 California 
Street in San Francisco. 


He is survived by his wife, Maria, and children 
Patricia, Ronald and Robert. He will be sorely missed by his 
many friends in the DX world.
